Katrina 
Aid Goes 
To Waste 


Millions meant for relief is 
lost to abuses, report finds 

WASHINGTON I The government squandered 
millions of dollars in Katrina disaster aid, 
including handing $2,000 debit cards to peo- 
ple who gave phony Social Security numbers 
and used the money for such items as a $450 
tattoo, auditors said Monday. 

Federal aid also paid for $375-a-day beach- 
front condos and 10,777 trailers that were stuck 
in mud and unusable. 

Overcharges, poor accounting and abus- 
es will take “months 

or years” to rectify, the 
Government Account- 
ability Office and the 
Homeland Security 
Department’s inspec- 
tor general concluded 
in preliminary reports 
on how billions of dol- 
lars in taxpayer money 
is being spent. 

Separately, the Justice Department said 
Monday that federal prosecutors had filed 
fraud, theft and other charges against 212 
people accused of scams related to Gulf Coast 
hurricanes. Forty people have pleaded guilty so 
far, the latest report by the Hurricane Katrina 
Fraud Task Force said. 

The GAO report found that up to 900,000 
of the 2.5 million applicants who received aid 
under the emergency cash assistance program 
— which included the debit cards given to 
evacuees — based their requests on duplicate 
or invalid Social Security numbers, or false

Judge rules FEMA ean 
halt federal funding 
for housing program 

NEW ORLEANS I About 12,000 fami- 
lies made homeless by last year’s hur- 
ricanes began checking out of their 
federally funded hotel rooms around 
the country Monday after a feder- 
al judge let the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency stop paying 
directly for their stays. 

FEMA promised the evacuees 
from Hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
that they will still receive federal rent 
assistance that they can put toward 
hotel stays or other housing. But the 
agency will no longer pay for their 
hotel rooms directly. 

Earlier in the day, attorneys for 
the evacuees pleaded with U.S. 
District Judge Stanwood Duval for 


a last-minute reprieve, saying the 
rent assistance will not be enough 
for decent living accommodations 
or continued hotel stays. 

“These people are going to be 


homeless. We’ve heard from a lot 
of people who are going to be sleep- 
ing in their cars,” said Bill Quigley, 
a lawyer for the evacuees. 

But Duval denied the request. 


FEMA said the majority of those 
checking out had made arrange- 
ments for other housing. But some 
said they had nowhere to go except 
their own cars, a relative’s couch or 
back to a shelter. 

About 10,500 families, or 88 per- 
cent of the 12,000 homeless families, 
have received rent-assistance checks 
from FEMA, officials said. 

At a meeting of state emergency 
managers in Alexandria, Va., acting 
FEMA chief R. David Paulison told 
reporters the judge’s ruling “recog- 
nized that we’re doing the right thing 
for these people.” 

Monday marks the second wave 
of evacuees losing FEMA financing 
of their hotel rooms. Last week, the 
occupants of roughly 4,500 rooms 
lost FEMA funding after failing 
to ask the agency for extensions.

MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. I An illegal 
immigrant found living in a subur- 
ban high school last year, prompt- 
ing tremendous sympathy among 
students, is apparently on the run 
after failing to board a plane back 
to Mexico in January. 

A judge had ordered Francisco 
Javier Serrano, 22, to leave the coun- 
try because he was here illegally. 

On Jan. 5, he hugged sup- 
porters at Minneapolis -St. Paul 
International Airport and walked 
toward the security screeners, but his 
plane ticket was never used and he 
hasn’t been seen since by friends in 
Minnesota or family in Mexico. 

Serrano is damaging any

Angry over vote tallies, 
Preval backers storm 
hotel, burn barricades 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Supporters 
of Haitian presidential candidate 
Rene Preval erected smoldering 
roadblocks across the capital and 
occupied a luxury hotel Monday. At 
least one protester was killed, but 
U.N. peacekeepers denied witness 
accounts that they had shot him. 

As Port-au-Prince descended 
into chaos, Preval returned to the 
capital for the first time since the 
election Tuesday. He was the clear 
winner with about 90 percent of 
the votes counted, but supporters 
claimed electoral officials were tam- 
pering with results to prevent him 
from getting the majority he needs 
to avoid a runoff. 

Barricades made of old tires were 
ablaze across the capital, sending 
plumes of acrid black smoke into the 
sky. Protesters let only journalists 
and Red Cross vehicles pass. 

“If they don’t give us the final 


results, we’re going to burn 
this country down!” a protester 
screamed. 

The election will replace an 
interim government installed after 
former President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide was ousted in a bloody 
rebellion two years ago. 


Preval arrived in the capital 
aboard a U.N. helicopter. 

“We have questions about the 
electoral process,” he told report- 
ers after meeting with the top U.N. 
official in Haiti and other diplomats. 
“We want to see how we can save the

Prosecutors Try to Tie 
Saddam to ’82 Crimes 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Prosecutors pro- 
duced documents and put for- 
mer aides to Saddam Hussein on 
the stand Monday as they made 
their strongest attempt yet to link 
him directly to torture and execu- 
tions. 

The ousted president, who 
looked disheveled and appeared 
in his slippers, shouted “Down 
with Bush!” 

Saddam’s half brother, Barzan 
Ibrahim — dressed only in an 
undershirt and long underwear — 
struggled with guards as he was 
pulled into the courtroom. 

The defendants have rejected 
court-appointed attorneys and 
are demanding the removal of chief 
judge Rouf Abdel-Rahman. 

After the raucous start, prosecu- 
tors tried to prove Saddam’s role in a 
wave of arrests and executions that 
followed a 1982 attempt on his life

in the Shiite village of Dujail. 

Twenty-six prosecution witness- 
es have testified since the Saddam 
trial began, but none could directly 
pin any crimes on Saddam.

Suicide Bomber 
Kills 10 Iraqis in 
Baghdad Attack 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A suicidc bomber 
blew himself up Monday after join- 
ing a line of Iraqis waiting for gov- 
ernment checks in a mostly Shiite 
district of Baghdad, killing 10 
people and wounding about 40 — 
including women and children. 

The attack occurred as more 
than 70 people lined up at a bank 
to receive government checks to 
compensate for incomplete food 
rations. Police said the bomber 
stepped into the line as securi- 
ty guards were searching people 
before letting them in. 

Late Monday, new televi- 
sion footage showed two hostage 
German engineers surrounded by 
masked gunmen.

The judge presiding over the rape

TEHRAN, IRAN | Iran notched up the 
brinksmanship over its disputed 
nuclear program Monday, abruptly 
postponing talks with Moscow on a 
plan to enrich Tehran’s uranium on 
Russian territory to allay fears it is 
building an atomic weapon. 

Diplomats in Europe said Iran 
had started small-scale enrichment 
of uranium, a process that can pro- 
duce fuel for an atomic bomb. 

“Uranium gas has been fed 
into three machines,” said a senior 
diplomat in Vienna, Austria, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 
Another diplomat confirmed that 
limited enrichment had begun at 
Iran’s Natanz site.

If the international communi- 
ty does not agree to Iran’s right to 
enrich uranium, “there is no rea- 
son to continue our current nuclear 
policy while we are deprived of the

“We have seen Denmark por- 
trayed as a closed and intolerant 
society,” he added.

Va. Senate Passes Smoking Ban Bill 


Effort to bar smoking 
in nearly all public 
places heads to House 

RICHMOND, VA. | The Virginia State 
Senate voted Monday to ban smok- 
ing in restaurants and virtually all 
public places, a surprising move in a 
state that is home to the worldwide 
headquarters of Philip Morris and 
some of the nation’s largest tobac- 
co farms. 

The body narrowly approved 
the measure after a short but fiery 


debate over the public health risks 
of secondhand smoke and consum- 
er choice. 

The bill, sponsored by a 
Republican from Roanoke, would 
make smoking illegal in all public 
workplaces, with the exception of 
certain tobacco stores and offices. 
The prohibition would extend to 
bars, eateries and bowling alleys. 

“This is about public health,” 
said sponsor Sen. J. Brandon Bell 
11. “The research has come forward 
over the years and it’s shown us that 
secondhand cigarette smoke is a

very insidious health problem.” 

If approved by the House of 
Delegates and Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine, the bill would mean pub- 
lic areas in virtually the entire 
Washington region could soon be 
smoke free. 

The D.C. Council has approved 
a ban on smoking in restaurants 
and bars for the city, which is now 
under review by Congress. Likewise, 
Montgomery and Prince George’s 
counties have also eliminated 
indoor smoking, rosalind s. helderman

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Google Stock Slides Again 


Under scrutiny from 
analysts, search engine 
giant takes another hit 

SAN FRANCISCO I Google Inc.’s Stock 
price dropped by more than 4 per- 
cent Monday, accelerating a recent 
shift in sentiment that has caused 
once- ebullient investors to become 
more circumspect about the online 
search engine leader. 

Barron’s cast the latest pall on 
Google with an article outlining sev- 
eral risks that threaten to squeeze 
the company’s profit margins and 
cut its market value in half. 


The gloomy scenario further 
dampened investors’ enthusi- 
asm for Google, whose market 
value has plunged by 27 percent 
during the past month. Google’s 
shares fell $16.91, or 4.7 percent, 
to close at $345.70 on the Nasdaq 
Stock Market. The shares peaked 
at $475.11 on Jan. 11. 

Since its stock reached that high, 
Google has released a fourth- quar- 
ter earnings report that didn’t live 
up to analysts’ lofty expectations 
and alienated some of its users by 
launching a censored version of its 
search engine in China. 

Those developments have con- 


tributed to an abrupt change in per- 
ception about Google, which began 
2006 as a widely revered Internet 
icon that seemingly could do no 
wrong as its shares soared from 
their August 2004 initial public 
offering price of $85. 

Google has continued to enthrall 
most analysts even as the company’s 
management is ambivalent about 
Wall Street’s opinions. 

“The company isn’t run for the 
long-term value of our shareholders 
but for the long-term value of our 
end users,” CEO Eric Schmidt said 
in an interview published in this 
week’s Time magazine, (ap) 


Lay Disclosed Some Enron Losses 


HOUSTON I Enron Corp. founder 
Kenneth Lay disclosed hundreds 
of millions of dollars in quarterly 
losses and a surprise $1.2 billion 
writedown in shareholder equi- 
ty six weeks before the company 
fell into bankruptcy proceedings 
in December 2001, jurors in his 
fraud and conspiracy trial heard 
Monday on a tape of a quarterly 
earnings conference call. 

But prosecutors contend he still 
held back some bad news from 
investors or wrongly described the 


losses as one-time events to give 
Wall Street false hope that business 
would improve, while he allegedly 
knew the compa- 
ny was in trouble. 

Lay is on trial 
alongside for- 
mer CEO Jeffrey 
Skilling. 

Lay lawyer 
Michael Ram- 
sey kicked off 
the third week of the trial Monday 
by trying to show that his client hid 


nothing when he disclosed a list of 
problems that included a $638 mil- 
lion third- quarter 2001 loss. 

Lay assured analysts on the 
mid- October 2001 conference call 
heard Monday that Enron “cleaned 
up some items here” and expected 
no credit-rating downgrades — 
which would alert investors that 
more problems were brewing. 

Six weeks later, Enron filed for 
bankruptcy protection amid rev- 
elations of off-the-books debt and 
inflated profits, kristen hays (ap)

SPEEDSKATING I Negotiating four 
slippery turns with ease, Joey 
Cheek skated the two best races 
of his career and came away with 
Olympic gold. 

Cheek won the men’s 500 meters 
Monday in dominating fashion, 
giving the United States its sec- 
ond speedskating gold medal of 
the Turin Games. 


His victory in the sprint race 
was the second straight by an 
American in as many Olympics. 
Casey FitzRandolph won at Salt 
Lake City, but this time nearly fell 
in his first race and finished 12th. 

“He not only won, he blew every- 
body away,” FitzRandolph said. 

Chad Hedrick won the first gold 
in Saturday’s 5,000 meters. 

Cheek skated 1 1/4 laps in 34.94 
seconds, giving him a combined 
time of 1 minute, 9.7b seconds. He 
was the only one to break 35 sec- 
onds on the slow Turin ice — and 


he did it in both his races. 

“I was focused, relaxed and I 
enjoyed it,” he said. 

Dmitry Dorofeyev of Russia 
won the silver in 1:10.41 and Lee 
Kang-seok of South Korea earned 
a bronze in 1:10.43. 

In a sport usually decided by 
hundredths of a second. Cheek won 
by a commanding 0.65 seconds. 

“It’s miraculous,” he said.

SOCIETY FOLK I In 1987, metal 
superstar Ozzy Osbourne needed 
a guitarist. A friend of 19 -year- old 
Zakk Wylde’s could get a tape to 
Osbourne, so the Jersey boy record- 
ed a demo. 

Osbourne’s wife and manager, 
Sharon, eventually gave Wylde a 
call. As Wylde put it, “They flew me 
out to L.A. The rest is history.” 

Since then Wylde has co-writ- 
ten Osbourne’s albums and per- 
formed hundreds of concerts with 
the Prince of Darkness. But playing 
with Ozzy was just the first step. 

Last month, Wylde was induct- 
ed into Hollywood’s RockWalk on 
Sunset Boulevard, joining Eddie 
Van Halen, Jimi Hendrix and 
Les Paul. 

Reaching the status of rock deity 
does not mean Wylde no longer 
works on his craft. “You still gotta 
practice,” he said. “It’s like winning 
the Super Bowl. We gotta repeat. 
There’s always room for improve- 
ment, you gotta stay hungry.”

The RockWalk honor is linked to 
the growing profile of Black Label 
Society, the band Wylde fronts. 
Wylde formed B.L.S. as an outlet 
for brooding metal with influences 
such as Osbourne’s Black Sabbath 
and Southern rock. 

“Family,” not “fans” is the word 
for people who listen to the group. 
The idea of creating B.L.S. as a 
brotherhood came from Wylde, 
who wanted to pay tribute to vet- 
erans of World War II (such as his 
father) who shared a bond and kept 
in touch. 

B.L.S. stands for a lifestyle that 
Wylde wants to exemplify — always 
having your family’s back and being 
true to yourself As he’s said, money 
and fame aside, “if you ain’t got God, 
and you ain’t got family, then you 
ain’t got [expletive].” 

Fans respond to Wylde as the 
real deal. His humorous honesty 
and his love for beer and motor- 
bikes are legendary. His work 
ethic, along with his talent, is how 
he keeps building his career. “He is 
probably the hardest-working art- 
ist I have come across,” said Bob 
Ringe, Wylde’s manager. 

Despite the success of B.L.S., 
any time that Osbourne wants 
him, Wylde is ready. “When the 
boss calls, he just goes, ‘Hey, Zakk, I 
wanna do this.’ It’s like going home 
to see your folks,” he said with a 
laugh. “If your dad calls, you go

Torino 2006’: all 
the excitement of 
watching snow melt 

VIDEO GAMES I At least we can watch 
the real thing on TV. The official 
video -game version of the Winter 
Olympics, “Torino 2006,” is a drab 
series of snowy events that may leave 
the gamer bored in record time. 

“Torino 2006” (PC, PlayStation 
2 and Xbox) pares the action down 
to just eight different disciplines 
spread across 15 events. 

We get speed skating but no fig- 
ure skating or ice hockey. There are 
several varieties of downhill skiing 
but no snowboarding. 


The included events that you’d 
think would at least get the adren- 
aline flowing, such as bobsled 
and luge, have instead been pro- 
grammed into uninspired events 
that just aren’t very fun to play. 

The perplexing controls are 
one of the game’s biggest stum- 
bling blocks. 

During the luge, for example, you 
don’t really have to do anything but 
make sure you get off to a good start 
and avoid grinding along the sides 
of the icy chute. Similarly, downhill 
skiing is mostly a matter of press- 
ing the X button at the right time 
to get a good start. 

Graphically, there’s no sense of 
speed or movement to give these 


races some thrill. It’s as if the skier 
is standing still and the ground 
beneath him is moving. 

If you do medal, prepare for a 
ceremony that’s stupefyingly devoid 
of actual medals, national anthems 


or any other effects. Instead you 
get three generic-looking athletes 
standing on a podium, waving their 
arms before a few pixelated specta- 
tors.

Loan Limits increasing' 


Dear Betsy: 

I've read in the news that federal student loan 
annual maximums are increasing. How much 
money will I be able to borrow this year? I will be a 
sophomore at a state university. I also heard that 
interest rates are going up - are my loans protected 
from that?

Dear Robert: 

As of February 2, both the House and the Senate had 
approved a bill (S. 1 932) that included provisions 
increasing some federal student loan limits but they 
are not going into effect until July 1,2007. For 
dependent undergraduate students, the new annual 
Stafford Loan limits will be $3,500 for first-year 
students and $4,500 per year for second-year 
students, with all other undergraduate limits 
remaining the same. For graduate students, the 
unsubsidized Stafford annual limit is increasing from 
$10,000 per year to $1 2,000 per year. There are a few 
other changes to federal annual loan limits as well, so 
students may want to check with their financial aid 
office next year. Interest rates for Stafford and Parent 
Loans for Undergraduate Students are indeed 
changing this year, but only for loans disbursed on or 
after July 1,2006. Stafford loan interest rates are 
going from a variable rate to a fixed rate of 6.8 


percent and PLUS loans are also moving from a 
variable rate to a fixed rate of 8.5 percent. This means 
that any existing loans you have will remain at the 
variable rate but any new loans you receive after July 
1 will be at the fixed rate.

Dear Nicky: 

Great question! I would not recommend 
consolidating your private loans with your federal 
loans as by doing so, you would lose many benefits 
that are available to you on the federal loans. Such 
benefits include interest subsidies, low interest rates, 
deferments and repayment options. While 
consolidating the two together would likely be 
convenient, the cons definitely outweigh any benefit 
you would receive.

Teacher Loan Forgiveness

I recently received a newsletter from my school 
stating that Congress and the Department of 
Education passed a Stafford Loan Program which 
pays for most of the educator's degree program as 
long as they are a citizen or permanent resident. I 
have a Federal Family Education Loan Program 
(FFELP) loan. Where should I look to find more 
information?

Dear LaShonda: 

The program I think they are referring to is the 
Taxpayer Teacher Relief Act Teacher Loan Forgiveness 
Program. This program allows eligible borrowers to 
potentially have up to $1 7,500 of their loans forgiven. 
An eligible borrower is one whose loans were taken 
out on or after October 1 998, and who teaches in a 
Title I school or area of teaching (teacher shortage 
area) for a minimum of five consecutive years. To find 
out if your school qualifies, I would contact the 
principal or the area superintendent. To find out if 
your loans qualify and/or to start the ball rolling, 
contact your student loan holder.

Fuel 


Push for alternative 
energy takes look at 
insects and microbes 

The key to kicking what President 
Bush calls the nation’s oil addic- 
tion could very well lie in termite 
guts, canvas -eating jungle bugs 
and other microbes genetically 
engineered to spew enzymes that 
turn waste into fuel. 

It may seem hard to believe that 
microscopic bugs usually viewed as 
destructive pests can be so produc- 
tive. But scientists and several com- 
panies are working with the crea- 
tures to convert wood, corn stalks 
and other plant waste into sugars 
that are easily brewed into ethanol 
— essentially 199 -proof moonshine 
that can be used to power automo- 
biles. 

Thanks to biotechnology break- 
throughs, supporters of alterna- 
tive energy sources say that after 
decades of unfulfilled promise 


and billions in government corn 
subsidies, energy companies may 
be able to produce ethanol easily 
and inexpensively. 

“The process is like making grain 
alcohol, or brewing beer, but on a 
much bigger scale,” said Nathanael 
Greene, an analyst with the envi- 
ronmental group Natural Resources 
Defense Council. “The technologies 
are out there to do this, but we need 
to convince the public this is real 
and not just a science project.” 

Using microbes may even solve 
a growing dilemma over the cur-

rent ethanol manufacturing pro- m 
cess, which relies almost exclu- ^ 
sively on corn kernels and yielded 
only 4 billion gallons of ethanol 
last year (compared to the 140 
billion gallons of gasoline used in 
the United States). There’s grow- 


W ing concern throughout 
the Midwestern corn 
belt that the 95 U.S. ethanol 
plants are increasingly poaching 
corn meant for the dinner table or 
livestock feed. 

The idea mentioned by Bush dur- 


ing his State of the Union speech — 
called “cellulosic ethanol” — skirts 
that problem because it makes fuel 
from farm waste such as straw, corn 
stalks and other inedible agricultur- 
al leftovers. Cellulose is the woody 
stuff found in branches and stems

that makes plants hard. 

Breaking cellulose into sugar to 
spin straw into ethanol has been 
studied for at least 50 years. But 
the technological hurdles and costs 
have been so daunting that most 
ethanol producers have relied on 
heavy government subsidies to 
squeeze fuel from corn. 

Researchers are now exploring 
various ways to exploit microbes, 
the one -cell creatures that serve as 
the first link of life’s food chain. One 
company uses the microbe itself to 
make ethanol. Others are taking 
the genes that make the waste -to - 
fuel enzymes and splicing them into 
common bacteria. What’s more, a 
new breed of “synthetic biologists” 
are trying to produce the necessary 
enzymes by creating entirely new 
life forms through DNA. 

Bush’s endorsement of the 
waste -to -energy technology has 
renewed interest in actually sup- 
planting fossil fuels as a dominant 
energy source — a goal long dis- 
missed as pipe dream. 

“We have been at this for 25 years 
and we had hoped to be in commer- 
cial production by now,” said Jeff 
Passmore, an executive vice presi- 
dent at ethanol-maker logen. “What 
the president has done is — perhaps 
— put some wind in the sails.” paul

Arachnologist MARTIN NICHOLAS was online Monday to discuss the PBS program 
“True Adventures of the Ultimate Spider-Hunter.” | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


What kind of spider was the largest 
spider ever recorded in history? 

Two answers to this 
question. Largest living spider is 
the one featured in the show: the 
Goliath’s record legspan measures 
12 inches across but there was a fos- 
sil spider called Megarachne that 
measured 25 inches, from Argentina 
50 million years ago 

When you were handling the Goliath 
tarantula, you mentioned some of 
the hairs getting onto your skin and 
that itching would come later. Does 
the spider shoot out hairs that are 
irritating to human (or other) skin? 

The Goliath kicks out “irticating 
hairs” that act like nettle rash or poi- 
son oak. They make you itch but are 
much worse when they get in your 
eyes or nose! Very painful! 

How strong is the web of the 
Golden Orb-Weaver? 

It’s one of the strongest materi- 
als known to man for its weight and 
is tougher than top -strength nylon 
or steel thread 

What was the most difficult spider 
to find? 

Undoubtedly, the cave tarantu- 
la was the most difficult not only 
to find but to get to in the first 
place! One mile underground in 


a very hot, damp cave. But worth 
every second when we found it. 

You said the Wandering spider is 
the deadliest. Is that the deadliest in 
the world or just in South America? 
Is its venom worse than that of 
the Sydney funnel web spider of 
Australia? 

Wandering spider is more ven- 
omous, more widespread and faster 
and aggressive than the funnel web 
and therefore qualifies as “world’s 
most dangerous,” but the title is 
quite subjective. 

If someone went looking for some of 
these spiders what would you say to 
bring along on the adventure? 

Go out during the day and look 
for webs and burrows, then return 
at night when the spider is likely to 
be out hunting and more visible. 
But don’t forget mosquito repel- 
lant, a good flashlight and a long- 
sleeved shirt.
